Involved are bones, 
Jolnts, Mgaments, muscles and 
nerves, To understand backache 
it is necessary to’ know some~ 
thing of the structure and ‘func- 
tions of the lower back. area. 


The keystone’ of the pelvic 
girdle of bones is the sacrum, 2 
fuston of five vertebrae Into a 
heavy, wedge-shaped done, 
which articulates through slld~ 
ing joints with the hipboncs on 
either side, with the last of the 
more movable vertebrae above, 
and with the coccyx below. 
There is very little motion in the 
joints between the sacrum ond 
tho hipboncs, because they are 
tlghty bound about with heavy 
shectlike layers of fibrous tissue, 
and by the large muscle masses
